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Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, and 12-15, drawn to an engine oil system acid filter (using 
metallic fibers or powder), classified in class 210, subclass 503. 

II. Claims 5 and 7, drawn to an improved engine oil system, classified in 
class 60, subclass 1+. 

III. Claims 8-11, drawn to a filter for use in an engine oil system (using a solid 
metal foil), classified in class 210, subclass 501 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and III are patentably independent and distinct because the filter of 
Group I requires that the metal is in the form of metallic fibers that are capable of 
neutralizing acid, whereas the filter of Group III requires that the metal must be in the 
form of a porous sheet that is capable of neutralizing acid. 

3. Inventions (I and III) and II are related as mutually exclusive inventions in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the inventions are patentably distinct. In the instant case, the intermediate product 
is deemed to be useful as an acid neutralizing filter in a non-engine system such as in a 
acid scrubber for a power plant or as an acid neutralizer for cooking oil in a fast food 
restaurant and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing 


on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 
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4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to James Coles on 02/08/06 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
